Setting out on a tour of China, 
Goulart said Brazil will main- 
tain ‘‘an independent foreign 
policy te establish relations with 
people of various countries irre- 
spective of different ideologies.”’

PROMPT DISMANTLING URGED 
FOR REACTOR THAT EXPLODED 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 (AP) 
—A special advisory committee 
has recommended prompt dis- 
mantling of the atomic reactor 
that exploded and killed three 
technicians last Jan. 3 in Idaho, 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
announced yesterday. 

The choice was between 
prompt action and an indefinite 
delay while radioactivity less- 
ened. The committee said it 
thinks action can be taken safely 
now. Plans for the work were 
developed by the General Elec. 
tric Co. 

Decontamination of the reactor 
building apparently wil] be simp- 


ler than was thought at first 
the committee said. and dis- 
assembly of the reactor core 


will make it permanently safe, 
The group added that prompt 
action might yield additional 
information on the cause of the 
accident. 


MAN-HOUR OUTPUT UP 


ABOUT 2.5 PCT. IN 1960 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 (AP) 
—The Bureau of Labor Stat- 
istics reported yesterday that 
man-hour-output in the private 
economy increased by about 2.5 
per cent in 1960 over 1959 

The gain was close to the 
long-term average increase of 
2.4 per cent, but it was lower 
than the postwar average rise 
of more than 3 per cent a year, 
largely because of the business 
downturn in the latter part of 
the year, the Bureau seid. 

Man-hour output for agricul- 
ture rose substantially more than 
for non-agriculture last year, as 
it has for the entire postwar 
period 1947-60. Agriculture gained 
over 6 per cent in 1960, about 
the same asthe postwar average.

FORMER HEAD OF IWW 


NEW YORK, Aug. 18 (AP) -- 
Herbert Mahler. one-time head 
of the Industrial Workers of the 
World (IWW), died yesterday at 
Columbia Presbyterian Hospita! 
He was 70 vears old 

Mr. Mahler received a five 
year sentence as the government 
imprisoned 94 IWW leaders for 
their activities in World War | 

From 1931 to 1933 he served 
as general secretary, top office 
of the IWW. He withdrew from 
the militant union in 1936. 

In his last vear as head of the 
IWW,. Mr. Mahler became sec- 
retary of the Athos Terzani de- 
fense committee in New York 
City, of which Socialist leader 
Norman Thomas was. chair- 
man. Terzani, an anarchist, was 
charged with kill:ag a friend in 
a fight at the meeting of the 
Khaki Shirts of America. a 
Fascist organization. Mr. Mah. 
ler led .an investigation which 
developed evidence that the 
man was killed by a Khaki 
Shirts bodyguard. 


SLIGHT RISE REPORTED HERE 
IN STRONTIUM 90. IN MILK 


Epecial to the Post-Dispatch 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 — The 
strontium-30 content of milk sup- 
plies in the St.- Louis area rose 
s|ightly from February to March. 
the Public Health Service an- 
nounced today. 

The amount of the radioactive 
isotope found in raw milk samples 
increased from 12 to 13 micro- 
microcuries a liter, while the 
amount in processed milk sam- 


ples rose from six to eight mmc. | 


The average concentration for 
three months. ended in March was 
13 mmc. for raw milk and seven 
mme. for progessed milk. 

St. Louis was. highest among 
12 cities in the raw milk sam- 
pling network of the Public 
health Service. St. Louis stood 
at about the midway point 
among 59 cities included in the 
processed milk sampling. All 
figures reported for the city 
were far below the maximum 
considered safe for human con- 
sumption,

SEABEES’ GLOBAL 


"y . " 
Royal Air Force mountaineer | 
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Navy Seabees are still manning 
American outposts in all sections 
of the world, including Antarc- 
tica, Navy Capt. Roger G. Witker- 

ell, director of the Reserve Pro- 
grams, Bureau of Yards and 
Docks, said nere today. 

Capt. Witherell, who is in &t. 
Louis for the annual convention 
of the Seabee Veterans of Ame: 
ica, was chief American staff of- 
ficer for the Antarctic Support 
Activity of the Deep Freeze pro- 
ject at the McMurdo base in 1957 
and 1958. The project was part of 
the International Geophysical 
Year program. 

“A force of about 37 Seabees 
stays on at McMurdo the year 
around to maintain the camp and 
keep the airstrip open during the 
five months of daylight,’”’ he said. 
‘Each August they start clearing 
millions of cubic yards of snow 
for a runway that is 7000 feet long 
and 200 feet wide 

“The job should be completed 
by Oct. 1. But about the first 
week of each October a blizzard 
hits the area and if the wind is 
blowing the wrong direction the 
runway fills up again. The Sea- 
bees keep at it, though, and us- 
ually have the airstrip operation- 
al most of the time until Febru 
ary.”’ 

Capt. Witherell, who command. 
ed the Eleventh Seabee Battalion 
at Subic bay, the Philippines 
World War II, said duty in Ant. 
arctica is not as uncomfortable 
as it sounds. 

“The temperature never gets 
as high as zero and usually is 
about 35 below,’’ he said. ‘‘But 
humidity stays below 5 per cent. 
The men dress comfortably, in 
clothing made in layers to insu- 
late against the cold.”’ 

The airstrip at McMurdo sits 
on ice that is 20 feet thick, Capt. 
Witherell said. Only about a 
half inch of snow falls each year. 
but it never melts and the old 
snow keeps blowing § aroind. 
That is why the runway keeps 
filling up. 

Capt. Witherell said Seabees 
are also stationed at Guanta- 
namo bay, in Cuba; Roosevelt 
roads, Puerto Rico; Bermuda; 
Argentia in Newfoundland; Rota, 
Spain, and on Kwajalein, Guam, 
Midway and Okinawa in the Pa- 
cific area. Seabees man a mis- 
sile tracking station on Canton 
island, near the Fiji ‘islands, in 
the South Pacific. 

The Seabee veterans conven- 
tion opened today at the Stat- 
ler-Hilton Hotel with delegates 
from most of the 50 states, in- 
cluding Hawaii. The session 
will close tomorrow night with 
a banquet at which Representa- 
tive Melvin Price (Dem.), East 
St. Louis, will be the principal 
speaker. 

Lt. Gov. Hilary Bush of Mis- 
souri and Capt. Lloyd Root, dis- 
trict public works officer at the 
Great Lakes Naval! Training Sta- 
tion, will also address the con- 
vention.

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A Child Is a Child 


Aid to dependent children is coming under 
increasing attack because of the fraction of il- 
legitimate children receiving it, and there is 
a dichotomy in the public mind as to what to 
do about it, if the results of a Gallup poll are 
representative. Virtually everyone _inter- 
viewed was concerned that children, even if 
illegitimate, should not be made to suffer, 
and declared that something must be done to 
care for them—yet only about one in 10 
favored giving aid to further children. born 
to unwed parents who have already produced 
a child out of wedlock. 

Plainly there is a contradiction here, and 
the persons questioned by Gallup interview- 
ers try to resolve it largely by means of al- 
ternatives which, like illegitimacy, are them- 
selves undesirable. Among these alternatives 
are compulsory placing of the children for 
adoption or in foster homes or institutlons— 
measures which would disrupt homes and are 
therefore unacceptable except as a last resort 
in cases of real neglect. Surely no one would 
want to tear children who love their parents 
away from parents who love them—and the 
assumption that there is no affection between 
unwed parents and their children is a broad 
one indeed; There is, in fact, much to re- 
pudiate it in the fact that 87 per cent of the 
children born out of wedlock in this country 
are being supported by their parents, rela- 
tives, or adoptive parents. 

* ~ ~ 

Illegitimacy is involved in a minor part of 
the Social Security program of aid to de- 
pendent children (A.D.C.) but it is a part 
which brings the warm humanitarianism of 
many people into violent conflict with their 
moral indignation. It is, furthermore, large- 
ly concerned with the Negro population, and 
therefore further emotionalized by racial feel- 
ings, especially among those in whose preju- 
diced eyes all Negroes are lazy and shiftless 
—undeserving, therefore, of any aid at all. 
The fact is that illegitimacy is involved in 
some 22 per cent of the families and 19 per 
cent of the children receiving A.D.C.—too 
high a figure for complacency, certainly, but 
not so high as to become the dominating 
problem which objectors would like to make 
it out to be. 


What arouses the highest blood pressures 
among the morally indignant critics of A.D.C. 
is their belief that unwed parents are con- 
tinuing to produce illegitimate children for 
the purpose of increasing their A.D.C. pay- 
ments and thus living off the fat of the land 
without working. Beyond question some 
A.D.C. payments in some states are high: as 
in California and Michigan, where payments 
for the first child are $145 and $100 a month 
respectively. But it is not the first child the 
critics of aid to, illegitimate children are com- 
plaining of. Payments for the second child 
range among the states from.a high of $27 to 
a low of $12. 

” * . 

Anyone who has had the care of a child 
within recent memory will readily and per- 
haps vociferously affirm that these are not 
amounts which are likely to leave anything 
over for the parents. The Social Security Ad- 


ministration concluded after a study of the 


subject that it would be “surprising” if chil- 
dren were borne for the purpose of increas- 
ing A.D.C. payments, and that is putting it 
mildly. 

The most significant aspect of the Gallup 
report, and of most of the discussion that has 
gone on about this subject as well, is in what 
it omits considering: the causes of illegitima- 
cy and means for their alleviation. It must 
be close to the general observation of all who 
have had any opportunity to observe that il- 
legitimacy is highest among the poor, the un- 
educated and the exploited. Inveighing and 
bringing sanctions to bear against it may 
serve to provide an outlet for pent-up steam, 
but does little toward alleviating the problem. 


Illegitimacy is high among Negroes because 
among the members of their race is the larg- 
est single group of Americans still suffering 
from poverty, ignorance and exploitation. The 
blame for illegitimacy rests not on the par- 
ents alone, but also on all of us who permit 
the continued existence of the conditions out 
of which it so largely springs. 


Flying Laboratory in Orbit 

If Explorer XII, the robot observer orbiting 
the earth in a wide-swinging ellipse, continues 
to function as planned an important advance 
in outer space exploration should be assured. 
Getting as far as 54,000 miles from the earth 
and as near as 170, Explorer can radio back 
facts for the most extensive study yet of the 
mysterious Van Allen magnetic belts, the 
solar wind and other phenomena which might 
affect cosmonauts. 


It is to be hoped that the life of Explorer 
XII will exceed the 66-hour life of Explorer , 
X which last March went into a cigar-shaped 
orbit that extended 145,000 miles from the 
earth. Even this short period added consid- 
erably to knowledge in the field of hydromag- 
netics. There is much to learn in the space 
realm and discovering it is not easy. Space 
research is worse than trying to put together 
a jigsaw puzzle. When one of the many 
missing pieces is discovered, some of the 
pieces at hand are found to have changed 
shape. 

The process of probing interplanetary space 
with small flying laboratories is not as spec- 
tacular as Moscow’s recent feats but the re- 
sults will be of major importance in deter- 
mining where man can travel safely in space. 


An Abomination and a Warning 


It is a shocking thought that the late Sena- 
tor McCarthy might not always have been 
wrong in his hounding of scientists. At 
least a few of them may be enemies of 
society. This did not occur to us_ until 
researchers in Cedar Rapids _ produced 
a frozen martini on a stick. Men who will 
do that may even sell their 320-degrees-below- 
zero concoctions to little children, their regu- 
lar customers, for the pleasure of watching 
them burn their little tongues. 

We are not at all mollified by the explana- 
tion that these monstrous lollipops may be 
“consumed without pain” at about 80 degrees 
below zero. The notion of a martini at that 
tasteless temperature is abhorrent. The drink 
should be cold, yes; but it should be only as 
cold as it can be made by rather brief contact 
with ice, and by pouring into a chilled glass. 
This is an important point too often ignored 
by those who take greater and greater liber- 
ties with the grand stimulator of wit and 
whetter of appetite, respected as such by all 


who appreciate the high function of mixing 
a drink. 


But when the olive has been replaced by a 


pickled onion, and the onion by a twist of 
lemon peel, and the drink is served “on the 
rocks’’—and never mind how the ingredients 
have been distorted—it probably was to be 


expected that scientists, lacking any ground- 


ing in the humanities, would go on to the 
latest and worst of indignities, a martinisicle. 
Let us be warned, however, that there may 
be no limit to the tasteless excesses of those 
so lacking in sensibility. They bear more 
watching than we thought. 


Wise Words From Mr. Bowles 


Speaking in Washington on his return from 
a brief tour of Africa, Asia and Europe, Under 
Secretary of State Chester Bowles reiterated 
a theme that well-fed and conservative Ameri- 
cans should have called to their attention reg- 
ularly. It is that the, underdeveloped nations 
are “profoundly skeptical” of the capacity of 
the United States to live up to its own revo- 
lutionary traditions. Mr. Bowles declared: 


The enormous truth that comes home from 
this trip is that we can no longer coast on 
our revolutionary past. We may still sell an 
antique chair by boasting that Tom Paine 
once sat in it, but we cannot persuade skep- 
tical Asians, Africans and Latin Americans 
that we believe in the rights for which Paine 
spoke so fervently unless our actions fit 
our words. 


Mr. Bowles did not make this discovery 
in a flash of lightning during his 20-day trip. 
It was apparent to him during his successful 
assignment as our Ambassador to India. But 
the facts were made clear to him again force- 
fully, as indeed it is to any thoughtful traveler 
who spends a few days in almost any country 
that has emerged from colonial status in the 
postwar period. It is not a matter for the 
academicians, but is an important practical 
key to United States leadership among the 
new nations. The Kennedy Administration 
so regards it. 

The example of Indonesia, which won its 
independence from The Netherlands with 
United States backing, often is cited in this 
respect. The slogans of the American revolu- 
tion were adopted by Indonesian revolution- 
aries as their own. Our revolt against the 
British was the prototype for many Indone- 
sian revolutionary policies. But after achiev- 
ing independence Indonesian leaders became 
disillusioned with the United States. Twen- 
tieth century America was not what they 
thought. 

So Mr. Bowles is eminently justified in 
pointing out: 


Throughout the non-Communist world the 
tide of history is now running with flood 
force: for self-government, for economic jus- 
tice, for racial equality. These are the prin- 
ciples which we must support, morally be- 
cause they rest at the foundation of our own 
society, and realistically because they repre- 
sent the crucial force which is now shaping 
the institutions of our time. 


It is well indeed for Americans to be re- 
minded that the way to leadership in the 
revolutionary world of today is through the 
ideals of 1776. Bringing this truth home 
may take a revolution in attitudes, but if it 
is not done the United States will miss more 
of the opportunities that have been presented 
to it since 1945. 


An Excellent Nominee 

The suggestion by Senator Clark of Penn- 
sylvania that Former President Eisenhower be 
made chairman of the advisory committee to 
the proposed Disarmament Agency seems to 
us an excellent one. 

Gen. Eisenhower was unable to make much 
progress toward disarmament during his own 
Administration. His devotion to peace, how- 
ever, is beyond question, and it is greatly to 
his credit that the one international action 
which did check the arms race for a time, at 
least, was achieved while he was in the White 
House. This was the moratorium on nuclear 
testing which is still in effect. 

In his farewell address last January, Gen. 
Eisenhower made a statement which still 
haunts many Americans. He warned the 
country that “we must guard against the ac- 
quisition of unwarranted influence, whether 
sought or unsought, by the military-industrial 
complex.” It would be most appropriate if 
this lifelong military man, who as President 
was less militaristic than many civilians, would 
now turn his energies to the cause of disarma- 
ment. As Senator Clark says, nothing could 
give “greater hope and status” to the Dis- 
armament Agency than his association with it, 


For Retailing, New Ideas 

Small merchants who continue to pin their 
hopes on price-fixing laws—again pending in 
Congress—are trying to deal with rapidly 
changing conditions of the 60s through meth- 
ods of 30 years ago which grew out of the na- 
tion-wide business depression and were nota- 
bly unsuccessful even then. The so-called “fair 
trade” legislation is off the same bolt of cloth 
as the old NRA and the Guffey Act for the 
coal industry, neither of which did anyone 
any good in the long run. Retail price-fixing 
by law is demonstrably bad for consumers, 
and, while less demonstrably so, we believe 
that in the long run it would be just as bad 
for the small merchants as well. 

The changes which are at present taking 
place in the patterns of retailing—and they 
are drastic ones—are hardly to be dealt with 
by hiding behind a wall of high noncompeti- 
tive prices maintained by legislative fiat. Big 
department stores and other leading retailers 
are coming to grips with these changes re- 
alistically by competing with the prices of- 
fered by discount houses and adopting some 
of the popular methods of these competitors, 
such as self-service. Discount houses, feel- 
ing the effect of this competition in their 
turn, are meeting it by adopting some of the 
service practices of the older established con- 
ventional stores. 

In all this flux of competition for the con- 
sumer’s dollar, price is a factor but it is not 
the only one. A survey of consumer tastes 
by a management consultant firm among 200 
housewives in a New England community 
showed that convenient location, good park- 
ing facilities and self-service all rated ahead 
of price in the reasons why the consumers 
traded with discount houses. Small merchants 
have more to gain by adapting themselves to 
changing public demand than from all the 
laws Congress could enact in their behalf. 
There is a genuine and substantial place for 
them in the retailing picture and we hope 
there will always be. But flexibility to new 
ideas all along the line has become a major 
essential of survival in retailing.

War, Peace and Berlin: II 


Nation Urged to Base Policy on Its Own Interests, Not Bonn’s

(This is the second installment of extracts 
from a lecture by Mr. Neal, Professor of 
International Relations at Claremont, 
Calif., Graduate School. The first install- 
ment appeared in this space yesterday.) 


It is necessary here to say a word 
about West Germany. It is important 
to realize that West Germany is by far 
and away the strongest nation in Eu- 
rope, economically and militarily also, 
if the U.S.S.R. is excluded. It domi- 
nates the Common Market. Among 
the non-American members, it domi- 
nates NATO. And the fact is that West 
Germany has come also to dominate 
American policy in Europe. 

Now West Germany, just like all 
Other states, has its own interests, 
German interests. These are not Amer- 

ican interests, ex- 
cept, perhaps, inci- 

The Mirror dentally. This is 

entirely natural. 
of But it is not en- 
tirely natural that 
the United States 
continues to act as 
though German in- 
terests were always and necessarily 
our own interests. 

I do not think that the West German 
state is like the Nazi Reich—although 
it does have many former Nazis in 
high places—nor that it has intentions 
of trying to dominate Europe mili- 
tarily. But I do think that West Ger- 
many, in furthering of German inter- 
ests as it sees them, is a provocative, 
disruptive force which as much as any 
other single factor stands in the way 
of a peaceful European settlement. 

The provocative aspect of West Ger- 
man policy is illustrated in the alto- 
gether unwarranted claim of the 
Adenauer government to jurisdiction 
of Berlin. It is illustrated by the re- 
fusal to accept the Oder-Neisse line. 
It is illustrated by the inclusion in the 
Bonn government of a ‘‘minister of all- 
German affairs’? and by West Ger- 
many’s refusal—backed by the United 
States—to recognize the East German 
government and by its use of diplo- 
matic pressure on any state that does 
recognize it. 

West German policy is not only pro- 
vocative but arrogantly so. The one 
hope of a real German settlement 
might have been military disengage- 
ment, and at one point President Ei- 
senhower seems to have considered 
this idea. But the West German gov- 
ernment as much as said, “‘You can’t 
adopt such a policy,” that is, having 
rearmed, they were not going to dis- 
arm and the United States couldn’t 
make them. 


Who Won the War? 


Of course, the West Germans are 
right. 
make the Germans disarm if they 
don’t want to. And far from wanting 
to, they are now demanding nuclear 
weapons as they demanded in the past, 
successfully, operational bases for 
their troops in Wéstern Europe. One 
might well ask, ‘“‘Who won World War 
II], anyway?” 

In the same way, the West Germans 
are now calling the tune on Berlin and 
are, in effect, dictating American pol- 
icy. No compromise on Berlin, the 
West Germans say. And why? Be- 
cause Herr Adenauer insists that West 
Berlin is a part of West Germany. He 
and his government insist that the 
East German state has no right to 
exist. They insist on German unity, 
by which they simply mean expanding 
the present West German republic to 
include all of Germany, including — 
including, mind you — those former

parts of Prussia now incorporated into 
Poland and the Soviet Union. 

A German peace treaty, such as 
called for by Khrushchev, would, of 
course, “‘legalize’’ the division of Ger- 
many, would require the de facto if 
not de jure recognition of East Ger- 
many and would force the West Ger- 
mans to accept the Oder-Neisse line. 

Just what American interests are 
affected by the Soviet proposal on 
Berlin? To answer this it must first 
be realized that the present situation 
in Berlin is highly abnormal and im- 
permanent by its very nature. It is 
absolute nonsense to talk about this 
Berlin situation—as Secretary of State 
Rusk has done—as being part of a 
*‘status quo” that must be maintained 
at all costs. 


At the Mercy of Russia 


It is no policy at all to reiterate that 
we will “stand firm’’ in such a situa- 
tion. And it is only sophistry to assert 
— as President Kennedy and others 
have done — that since the United 
States is demanding no change in the 
Berlin situation, the issue arises only 
because of Soviet trouble-making. 

Meanwhile, peace treaty or no peace 
treaty, we and the West Berliners are 
at the mercy of the Russians and the 
East Germans. It is high time we 
faced up to this unpleasant fact. There 
are a thousand and one things they 
could do to make the whole jerry-built 
structure collapse any time they want- 
ed to. Merely changing the currency 
system would, as Mayor Brandt has 
said, bring an economic collapse. End- 
less examination of passage papers 
or constant repairs on roads and 
bridges could halt our access. 

Are we prepared to go to war over 
the Communists’ right to change their 
own currency? Or over their right to 
repair roads and bridges? Or over 
the extent of their bureaucratic in- 
efficiency? 

One does not have to agree with 
the Khrushchev proposals to see that 
the Soviet concern over the present 
situation is not unnatural. What is 
the present situation as it must appear 
to Moscow? A western enclave en- 
sconced far inside one of their satellite 
states. West Germany and the United 
States refusing to recognize East Ger- 
many, refusing to accept the Oder- 
Neisse line, talking about ending So- 
viet hegemony in Eastern Europe. 

Even without their paranoia, the 
Russians might see all this as a threat. 
The fact is that the Soviet position on 
Berlin is not extreme, that it has not 
lacked restraint. Mr. Khrushchev has 
repeated over a period of years—at 
times almost plaintively—that he con- 
siders the present impermanent ar- 
rangement a source of, instability in 


Central Europe and that the U.S.S.R. 
attaches great interest to a change. 
Actually, it is by no means clear 
that our position in Berlin might not 
actualiy be enhanced by a peace 
treaty something like the one the So- 
viet Union proposes. If we want to 
go to war over our rights in Berlin 
or over what the Communists might 
do to the freedom-loving people of 
West Berlin, we can do so under con- 
ditions of a peace treaty as well as 
we Can now. 

To say that the Soviet proposal does 
not adversely affect our true interest 
in Berlin assumes, of course, that our 
interest is in European stability and 
reduction of tensions. There can be 
European stability and reduction of 
tensions, however, only if—lacking re- 
unification of Germany—only if we— 
and Bonn—accept the reality of the 
East German state and the Oder- 
Neisse line. 

On what basis have we thus far re- 
fused to accept these realities? The 
implicit American assumption that we 
had a right to create a West German 
state but that the Soviet Union did not 
have a right to create an East German 
state is so untenable that we do not 
even assert it in this fashion, but 
that is what our position amounts to. 

Do we expect the Soviet Union to 
agree with us and, out of the goodness 
of its heart and love of capitalism, 
voluntarily turn East Germany over to 
West Germany and force the Poles to 
give up their new territories and re- 
store the former Prussian city of 
Koenigsberg to a Germany controlling 
NATO? If we don’t expect this, what 
do we expect? 

There has been a lot of talk about 
taking the initiative away from the 
Communists, and this is long overdue. 
The present Berlin situation would be 
a good place to start. 


What We Can Propose 


And in one sense that is just what 
Khrushchev is inviting us to do. Maybe 
we Can’t come up with a workable pro- 
posal, but we will never know until 
we try. There are a number of ob- 
vious proposals that could be made, 
Senator Mansfield has offered one— 
creating a united Berlin as a free city 
guaranteed by both NATO and Warsaw 
Pact and policed by ‘‘international 
peace teams.”’ The Mansfield proposal 
may not be altogether realistic, but 
it is, at least, a proposal. 

Another would be demilitarization of 
both East and West Berlin, with the 
latter in a special status. United Na- 
tions supervision of West Berlin is 
also a possibility. A joint East-West 
German condominium of the whole of 
Berlin is still another, and this by no 
means exhausts the possibilities. But 
if we are to have anything better than 
the Russians suggest, we must take 
the initiative and propose something. 

The West Germans, of course, will 
not like it. It is high time, I think, 
that the West Germans be put in their 
place on this matter. It is high time 
that American policy assert itself in 
behalf of real American interests, not 
imagined American interests or West 
German interests. I can think of no 
better place to start than for our na- 
tional leaders to make realistic rather 
than propaganda statements about the 
whole issue to the American people. 

It is such a course that takes real 
courage, rather than the pseudo cour- 
age about standing firm and going to 
war, and it is real courage alone that 
will preserve our interests and in- 
tegrity and at the same time spare us 
a thermonuclear war. Which kind of 
courage our present leaders have, we 
may be soon about to see.

Udall, acting on advice 
of survey teams sent to nesting 
areas, said the breeding ground 
conditions were the worst in 30

Mode! farm leases that show 
how a landlord and tenant can 
share farm costs and returns on 
a fair basis are. described in 
three publications issued by the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture. 

Designed to promote the best 
principles of farm management, 


the leases are tailored to the 
indivdual needs of the farm, 
the landlord, and the tenant. 


Their rights, duties, and respon- 
sibilities are spelled out in de- 
tail in the model leases, which 
are explained in nontechnical 
language. Model lease forms are 
included in the publications. 

“Your Cash Farm _ Lease,’’ 
Miscellaneous Publication No. 
836, describes the best features 
for cash rental terms. 

Miscellaneous Publication No. 
837, ‘‘Your Livestock-Share Farm 
Lease,”’ covers rental terms when 
pa¢ment is made in livestock, 
livestock products, or cash 
crops. 

Another type of lease provides 
for payment by the tenant of 
a share of selected crops. Rental 
terms for this type of farming 
are in Miscellaneous Publication 
No. 838, ‘‘Your Crop-Share-Cash 
Farm Lease.”

Buildings with such roofs have 
been constructed at USDA's Ag- 
ricultural Research Center, Belts- 
ville, Md. Roofing materials used 
in the experiments were alu- 
minum strips, insulation board, 
plywood, hardboard, and Port- 
land cement plaster. 

These materials are formed in- 
to curved surfaces, known to en- 
gineers as hyperbolic parabo- 
loids (HP). Roofs of this design 
combine convex and concave 
shapes that utilize the strength 
of thin sheathing materials. Such 
roofs withstand the downward 
pressure of heavy snows and the 
upward pressures of wind be- 
cause the curved shapes are spe- 
cially positioned to withstand 
these loads. 

The new clear-span roof struc- 
tures need fewer supporting 
members than conventional build- 
ings. 

Tent caterpillars build nests 
very similar in design to the HP 
shape. The caterpillars also com- 
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bine convex and concave shapes 
in their tent-like webs that with- 
stand wind and rain. 

Roof structures now generally 
used are skeletons of wood, steel, 
or concrete. The roof sheathing 
materials are used for covering 
rather than for strength.

Wynne's attitude is typical.

Pamphlet Explains.

Requests from people like 


Wynne are answered with a free 
copy of ‘The Family Fallout 
Shelter,’’ a 32-page pamphlet. It 
explains the danger of radiation 
after an atomic blast and what 
the average family can do to 
guard against it. Written in sm- 
ple language and illustrated with 
pictures and diagrams, it de- 
scribes in detail how a family 
can make a do-it-yourself proj- 
ect of building a basement con- 
crete block shelter. 

This booklet gives briefer de- 
scriptions of three other more 
elaborate concrete. shelters 
which probably can be built 
only with the help of a contrac- 
tor. It also gives tips on ventila- 
tion, radio reception, lighting, 
sanitation, the  anti-radiation 
shielding qualities of different 
materials and what to do if an 
attack comes and you have no 
shelter. 

Since it was published in June 
1959, nearly 20,000,000 copies of 
“The Family Fallout Shelter’ 
have been distributed without 
charge by civil defense offices. 
Many of the shipments have 
been in bulk to state and local 
authorities.

Foremost among these is the' 
assignment of .officers to areas 
where crime intidence is likely 
to be highest, he said. Daily anal- | 
ysis of crimes shows definite pat: | 
terns and officers are deployed in | 


accordance with those patterns. 
During the first watch, from 7} 
a.m. to 3 p.m., there are 106 one-| 


man and 12 two-man patrol cars 


on the streets under. direct 
radio control. Because of the'| 
more difficult police work in- 


ved in the second watch, from 
3s to ll p.m., the number of one-

Retired Man Goes on

EVER SINCE the days when 
Tarzan was my idol I’ve yearned 
to swing through the African 
jungles. I was very much in- 
terested in a man I met the 
other da’ who has made two 
African safaris and is planning 
his third. 

“I promised myself a trip to 
Africa someday,” said Ernest 
Geier, 73,.a tall, shaggy-browed 
widower retired from the textile 
business. ‘‘When I hit three score 
and 10 I decided it was now or 
never. It was fairly simple mak- 
ing arrangements. I contacted 
the Natural History Museum in 


New York and got the names of: 


several white hunters in Africa. 
I wrote to one in Nairobi who 
made all arrangements for a 
safari costing $100 a day. 

“I flew to Rome, and then on 
to East Africa. It was an enor- 
mous thrill looking down from 
the plane and getting my first 
view of Africa with its great 
plains, forests, lakes, and moun- 
tains. apne hunter met me at 
‘ve airport and the following day 
our entourage got under way— 
the two of us, a large truck, a 
passenger car, and 11 natives. 

“We headed for the big game 
area and soon were getting 
glimpses of animal$’—first an 
antelope, then a zebra, then a 
baboon.

Artful Comedy. 


STANLEY SHAPIRO and Maurice Richlin, who did the 
script for the highly successful .“‘Pillow Talk,’’ have turned 
out another slick, sophisticated romantic comedy in “COME 
SEPTEMBER,” at the FOX. It has the same male star, 

Rock Hudson, this time reinforced by Gina 
4 Lollobrigida, Sandra Dee, Bobby Darrin and 
Walter Slezak. 

This is a somewhat contrived, but never- 
theless amusing comedy, luxuriously done 
in Italian settings. Hudson plays an 
American millionaire who every September 
makes his annual visit.to his Italian mis- 
tress (Miss Lollobrigida), meeting her at a mountain villa. 
This time he arrives in July to find his unctuous butler 
(Slezak) has been setting up the villa as a hotel the 11 months 
of the year he is absent. There are four teen-age girls, includ- 
ing Miss Dee, at the villa with a chaperon, who is sent to the 
hospital. Four brash American college boys show up, with 
Darrin at their head. Rock tries to throw everyone out, as 
they are seriously interfering with his affair. He also becomes 
avuncular toward the teen-age girls and tries to protect them 
from the boys with highly moral advice. Gina hears this 
advice too, and takes it seriously. Result—she goes back 
to Rome. 

This fluffy yarn has been spun out very cleverly, with a 
lot of deft touches. Hudson again shows a Cary Grant knack 
for light comedy, and Miss Lollobrigida makes a fiery and 
seductive, as well as diverting, comedienne. Comedy, as has 
been demonstrated before, is really her metier. Slezak is 
as subtle and urbane as ever, and Miss Dee is all right as 
the young love interest. I didn’t find Darrin either very col- 
legiate or very appealing, but they probably felt he was a 
draw for the girls. 


Screams in the Night. 


“HOMICIDAL,” which is showing around town at eight 
drive-ins and neighborhood theaters, is a sort of poor man’s 
“Psycho.” It tries to be just as brutally shocking in showing 
murders, but is not nearly as well done. It does, however, 
have a surprising trick ending. There’s no one in the cast 
you ever heard of. Producer William Castle, who specializes 
in B pictures with “gimmicks,” has for his gimmick this time 
a ‘‘fright-break,” at which tine people who can’t take it are 
invited to retire to a “‘cowards’ corner” and have their money 
“sneerfully refunded.””

Michigan’s Summer Camp Set to Music 


Internationally-Known Camp 
At Interlochen Furthers Talents 
Of Children and College-Age 
Students—St. Louis Area Campers

INTERLOCHEN, Mich., Aug. 18. 


WILD CRIES of the loon and dark tones of the bassoon fre- 
quently mingle here in the pine-scented crispness of summer night 


air. 


This is the home of National Music.Camp where some 1600 


young people—8-year-olds through college students— from 41 states 
and five foreign countries are winding up eight weeks of concen- 
trated study in music and other creative. arts, balanced with 


wholesome recreation. 

“This is outdoor stereo, music 
from all directions at once,”’ ex- 
claimed a New York woman, 
mother of a camper, as she re- 
cently toured the camp for the 
first time» She cocked an ear to- 
ward a concert area where an 
orchestra was rehearsing a Si- 
belius symphony. Floating in 
from another direction were re- 
frains of the music from “‘Gigi,’’ 
being played by a band. And 
from a long row of practice 
rooms came sounds produced by 
young fingers digging into piano 
and violin exercises. 


The visitor was getting but a 
Sample of the music that fills 
the air here every day, for eight 
summer weeks, from a little 
after 8 in the morning until taps 
are sounded at bedtime. Before 
her departure she was to peek 
into classes in singing, compo- 
sition, theory, conducting, organ 
playing, ballet, speech, drama, 
sculpture, painting, radio, tele- 
vision and electronics. She was 
to hear a recital by chamber 
music ensembles, an orchestra 
play an Edward MacDowell 
work for one of the camp’s own 
recordings, a 400-voice student 
chorus rehearsing Mendelssohn’s 
oratorio ‘‘Elijah.”’ 


Also she stopped in on classes 
for youngsters who haven’t yet 
decided what musical intrument 
on which to concentrate. These 
campers, under expert teachers, 
can spend the entire summer 
trying each and every instru- 
ment as they try to find the one 


best suited to their taste and 
talent. 


Competition among the young 
musicians is encouraged by 
what are called ‘‘challenges,”’ 
which occur on Friday, some- 
times jokingly referred to as 
“Black Friday.’’ Any player 
may challenge anyone seated 
ahead of him or her. A player 
from one archestra or band may 
challenge into one of higher 
rank. Challenger and challenged 
each play the same passage, 
after which fellow section mem- 
bers vote their choice, with ma- 
jority rule prevailing. Such 
competition continues all sum- 
mer, and it sometimes has tear- 
ful consequences. 


Interlochen, as this music 
school is popularly known, is 
actually the name of a village, 
once a thriving mining settle- 
ment, located down the road. 
The camp’s 1100-acre, heavily- 
wooded campus is cozily nestled 
between lakes Wahbekanetta and 
Wahbekaness, 15 miles  south- 
west of Traverse City, the na- 
tion’s cherry capital. 


Blue corduroy is seen every- 
where. It is the fabric of the 
camp’s official attire. Boys 
wear long trousers and girls 
dress in knickers of blue cor- 
duroy. The 120 faculty mem- 
bers and more than 500 staff 


employes also dress in cordu- 
roy. The camp provides uni- 
forms for all campers, as a 
brochure puts it, “to insure 
uniformity of dress and as a 
democratic influence.” 


National Music Camp was 
founded in 1928 by Dr. Joseph 
FE. Maddy, Kansas-born music 
educator, who borrowed $15,000 
from an instrument manufac- 
turer to establish a 50-acre 
summer home for his 115-piece 
National High School Orchestra. 
From this modest beginning, 
through debt and without a dol- 
lar in Government subsidies, 
the non-profit, self-supporting 
camp has expanded to repre- 
sent a capital investment of 
about $4,000,000. The vast lay- 
out includes 10 camps—five for 
boys and five for girls—each 
with its own program, housing, 
recreation leaders and coun- 
selors From more than 12,000 
persons who have attended the 
camp have come many of the 
country’s leading professional 
musicians and music educators. 


One of the camp’s more re- 
cent honors came at the 1961 
Cannes Film Festival. A film, 
‘‘Music in the Forest,’’ made at 
the camp last summer by the 
United States Information Agen- 
cy, won second place at the 
French festival, beaten only by 
a documentary film submitted 
by Soviet Russia.

He is leaving 
his teaching duties at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan this fall, but 
only to give full time to his new- 
est pet project—the National 
Arts Academy, winter quarters 
for the camp on the grounds.

Homes of the Clitt Dwellers 


By Ramon Coffman 

A PLACE on the San Juan 
river, northeast of Grand Can- 
yon, deserves, but does not 
have, the name of Four Corners. 
It is the meeting place of the 
states of Colorado, Utah, Ari- 
zona and New Mexico. 

Most of the Cliff Dwellers 
lived within 125 miles of that 
spot. They made their homes

Q. Did the Cliff Dwellers have 
ladders or anything of that 
sort? 

A. In some places they cut 
into the face of a cliff to provide 
steps. They also had crude 
ladders, made from trees with
